"Should NFCUS not go Into lUS, 
there is a strong possibility that 
the LPP (Labor ProgressiveParty. 
i.e. communist) student group 
would represent Canadian students. 
That this is undesirable seems 
manifest as such a group cannot 
hope to represent the desires of 
Canadian studcnLs on the Interna- 
tional level. The desire lor contact 
should not expose NFCUS to th^' 
charge of being 'communist*. It L<! 
R curious thing for Canadian stu- 
dents to be called fascists in the 
lUS and communist at home! If 
Canadian students are to be re- 
presented In the International field 
then it must be by NFCUS, which 
is the only, offloialv^organ for the 
voice of ciftnadlan students.!* ■ 

Hamilton ijclicvcs that to go into 
the lUS as it., is now, with prac- 
tically all the other western unions 
out of the lUS, would be "hopeless." 
He thinks that unless al least two- 
thirds of those western nations go 
in with us we would not have a 
chance. 

He then goes on in the report to 
say that at the London meeting of 
the western nation student unions 
we'will have an opportunity to find 
out whether the other western na- 
tions will go back, and recommends 
that wc should act in roughly the 
same manner that they do. 
Somebody Boobcd 
This report has just been received 
by The Varsity.. The London meet- 
ing occurred just before Christmas. 
As far as we can ascertain, Ca- 
nada's representatlye^tOjthat meet- 
ing Gordon Gmyhne-Timothy, had 
no authority to strongly support 
this view, nor Indeed, was he even 
aware ot it. Hamilton's report was 
obviously written well before the 
London meeting, and Canadian 
students across the country should 
have had an opportunity to decide 
what policy they wanted presented 
at the London meeting. But Cana- 
dian students didn't even kpow 
what their, observer to the Sofia 
meeting had recommended, nor the 
reasons he had given for his recom' 
mendation. 

It seems that once more NFCUS 
has missed a golden opportunity to 
assume a strong, positive role In 
the Intcratlonal field. Not only did 
wc not send anyone from .Canada 
to the London meeting, because the 
universities didn't really know what 
It was all about and wouldn't vote 



the funds, but we failed to give 
the Canadian graduate who repre- 
sented US in London a strong, posi- 
tive directive to follow. 

There is a paragraph of Ross 
Hamilton's report on the lUS Coun- 
cil meeting at Sofia in 1940 that 
seems, particularly pertinent at this 
time. He writes: • 
"Refusal ... A Narrow View" 
"The line up of nations at Sofia 
Indicates to Canadian students that 
there is a missionary effort at work 
In the world to self the communist 
Idea. The effort is solid and strong; 
the question for Canadian students 
to seriously consider is whether or 
not we are willing to defend our 
Ideas ol student government, our 
Ideas of political government; 
whether or not we are willing to 
take the initiative, at International 
Conferences stich as this and set 
those who criticize us back from 
their buoyant position. There are 
voices in Canada who cry to us to 
keep, away from these students; 
who are completely .unwilling to 
see Canadian students lake- part in 
these International slude'nt matters 
because they feel that we might 'in 
some way become tainted with 
rommunlsm. 

"It may be correct for us to stay 
at home and acquaint ' ourselves 
solely with domestic matters: Cana 
dlhn studeAts at any rate should 
have the courage to decide which 
way they will have It, and have 
sulficicnt reasons for any stand 
they may take. I myself believe 
that the refusal to take an interest 
In the fate of world students Is 
narrow view. Communists believe 
that they have the truth; this be 
lief gives them vitality and force 
it seems that wc too must have the 
spark of vitality and force, especi 
ally if we feel that we have the 
elements of truth on our side." 

With that kind ot thinking as 
our standard, we might yet be in 
time.

''The Interest ot this picture is 
only In its excellent photography 
and musical score", said M.W. yes- 
terday in his review ot "Louisiana 
Story.'* Absolute bunkumi 

Louisiana Story" was made by a 
small group ot sincere, artists, 
not on a studio set, but In the 
actual bayoux of Louisiana. The 
director, Robert Flahertyf (famed 
for such pictures as Elephant Boy) 
lived for months among the people 
who were to be the subjects ol his 
film so that his story should be 
taken from the location, and not 
superjmposed upon it. 

The background of the film Is 
the life of the people and their fun- 
damental struggle for existence: a 
life which has changed little 
through the years. Against this 
background he gives us a glimpse 
into the life of a simple Cajun boy, 
and his curiosity In a well-drilling 
tug which works for a short time 
near his home. 

The mystery of the swamplands 
is deftly suggested: mysterious 
swirlings and bubWcs rising from 
some unknown source beneath the 
surface of the water, and alligators 
almost :unscci\^Jn' the mud. It Is 
easy to understand the superstitious 
nature of the boy and his faith 
in a little bag of salt to keep "them" 
away. 

Suggested, too, Is the «ver-prcsent 
danger concealed by the apparent 
peace and tranquility of the bayou; 
the alligator, quietly" floating like 
a log, can change into a charging, 
bellowing monster. Or the destruc 
live force hidden deep In the mud 
which is released when the oil- 
drilling apparatus hits a pressure 
pocket of gas. 

As well as giving a realistic 
picture of nature, the film captures 
the strong' fascination of ma 
chincry at work which people feel 



when they watch ^a steam shovel or 
a giant' crane in operation, the fas- 
cination of force controlled by man. 

The actors are people who spend 
their llvcs^ Just as we * see them 
on the screen; fishing, trapping, or 
driiling|^fo^pll. They lived that 
way 'Ifiîfôre'^ the film .was. taken,' 
and they are still living that , way. 

It Is a 'story of reality; of a sim- 
ple way of. life and ot life itself. 
The cxcel le ntjphotography and mu> 
sical scfofe'Mani great deal, but 
the main Interest of "Loui.^iana 
Story" lies in Its sincerity, truth, 
ahd lack of artificiality. As such 
it is a^beautiful and appealing pic- 
ture.
